Earlier warnings are largely due 
to the successful efforts of the 
W eather Bureau and the military 
services to search out and track 
these storms while they are still 
far 
from 
our 
shores. 
Through 
weather 
reconnaissance, 
o f t e n 
with radar-equipped aircraft, and 
through various other means, hur­ 
ricanes can be detected several 
day s before they strike an area 
in their path. 
Since 1938, no more than about 
50 deaths have been suffered in 
any one hurricane. This was the 
toll exacted in Mississippi, Flor­ 
ida and Louisiana 
by the 
Gulf 
Coast hurricane of 1947; by the 
storm that struck the Carolinas 
and Georgia in 1940, and the hur­ 
ricane that hit the Northeast in 
1944. 
On the other hand, four hurri 
canes during the 1926-1938 per­ 
iod took more than 3,000 lives. The 
most disastrous of these was the 
storm in September 1928 which 
caused 1,836 deaths 
in 
Florida. 
Just a decade later a hurricane 
moving along the Atlantic seaboard 
suddenly headed inland and killed 
657 persons, most of them in New 
England. The other two major 
storms struck Florida in 1926 and 
1935, taking 243 and 409 lives, 
respectively . 
In fact, more than 70 percent 
of the cieaths from hurricanes in 
the United States in the last 30 
y ears occ urred in Florida. Rhode 
Island ranks second, all its 380 
deaths occurring in the one storm 
of 1938. Massachusetts, with 137; 
Texas, with 111, and Connecticut, 
with 8 9, follow in order. Fourteen 
other states, all along the Atlan­ 
tic or Gulf Coast, have had fatal­ 
ities from hurricanes during this 
period. 
Late summer or early fall is the 
hurricane season; 14 of the 42 fa­ 
tal storms recdrded since 1923 oc­ 
curred in August; and 16 in Sep­ 
tember. September storms caused 
3,318 deaths, or over 90 percent 
of the total. All three of the hur­ 
ricanes causing cieaths 
in 
New 
England struck in September. 
Hurricanes arc one of nature’s 
most feared threats,” the statistic- 
ans concluded. 
“Yet, 
casualties 
from such storms can be kept to 
a minimum by taking heed of the 
warnings issued by the W eather 
Bureau. This makes it possible 
for people to take adequate pre­ 
cautions, to seek shelter or, if 
necessary , to evacuate the area. 
An outstanding example of the 
effectiveness of early warnings is 
the loss of only two lives in Flor­ 
ida in the unusually severe hur- 
icane which hit that state in Aug­ 
ust 1919.”

Pointing out that careless use of matches end smoking ma­ 
terial.'- continues to be the leading cause of fires, the National 
Board stressed the importance of taking the following pre­ 
cautions: 
1. Provide plenty of large ashtrays, and be sure they are 
used. 
2. When emptying ashtrays, be sure every match and butt 
is cold. 
3. Never toss a lighted match or cigarette into a waste­ 
basket. 
4. Before going out or going to bed, be sure no butts arc 
burning on tables or under sofa cushions. 
5. Never smoke in bed! 
While there are many other specific rules for home fire 
safety, basically fire prevention is simply a m atter of keeping 
the three elements of fire—heat, fuel and oxygen—apart. This 
means seeing that actual and potential sources of heat (flames, 
sparks, electric wiring and appliances, furnaces and heaters) 
never come in contact with combustible materials (wood, paper, 
flammable fabrics and liquids). Or, if the source of heat and 
the combustible material are already in contact (as in the case 
of oil-soaked rags, which can ignite spontaneously), it means 
cutting off the supply of oxygen (keeping the rags in a tightly 
covered metal container). 
The National Board suggests that every householder make 
a thorough check of his home and his habits with this basic fire 
prevention principle in mind.

On about 75 per cent of the acre­ 
age the yield is estimated to have 
been about 20 bushels to the acre

Until just recently the corn was 
selling about even with the govern­ 
ment loan price but in the past 
few days with the northern corn 
crop beginning to compete with 
the local corn harvest, the price 
has dropped about 25 cents under 
the loan price now.

Cotton-wise the area is apparent­ 
ly in pretty good shape with a 
yield of from 75 to 85 per cent of 
normal and the crop about 70 per 
cent picked. 
It is estimated the Sikeston trade 
area will produce, by the end of 
the picking season, some 55,000 
bales of the state's estimated pro­ 
duction of 375.000 bales. 
According to some authorities, 
the cotton production will be about 
the same as last year in spite of 
the fact there was more acreage 
because

heavy. This year’s crop is said to 
be above the average for a wet 
year and about the average of a 
dry one. 
Most of the cotton fields in the 
area, it is reported, have been 


decline thus making the problem 
even more acute, if this is pos­ 
sible.

At the present m arket price he 
would be lucky to get $75 per head. 
If he keeps his cattle and feeds 
them until next March it will cost 
him from SIO to $125 per head. 
Three Bad Years 
After three years of adverse 
farming conditions—a year of too 
much rain and two years of drouth 
the average farm er hasn’t the 
money to carry his herd over the 
winter and he will be forced to 
sell and take his losses. 
The so-called ‘gentleman farm ­ 
er’ and the men who do have the 
money to carry their herds over 
would be foolish to throw more 
money into feeding the cattle when 
there i 
no indications the price 
will improve. 
Most of the permanent pasture 
land was burned up by the drought 
and because of weather conditions 
it has been impossible to seed the 
land. 
According to Wallace, 
rye is 
about the only hope the farm ers 
have for spring but if the rains 
continue to hold off there won’t be 
any rye either. 
The much heralded drought re­ 
lief doesn’t seem to have operated 
to any great extent locally al­ 
though reports from other counties 
are to the effect the farm ers are 
getting some help with their feed 
problem.

Man can do nothing to pre­ 
vent hurricanes, but there is much 
he can do— and is doing— to pre­ 
vent loss of life in such storms, 
statisticians point out. 
A study of death-causing hurri­ 
canes of the last 30 years shows 
a rem arkable saving 
in 
h um an1 
lives in recent years. During the j 
1923-1938 period, 
21 
hurricanes 
took 3,376 lives. During the 1939- 
1952 period, another 21 hurricanes 
took only 239 lives. 
This marked 
decrease 
in the 
num ber of deaths caused by hurri- 
.m es i 
largely the result of earl­ 
ier warnings which allow persons; 
in the path of the approaching j 
hurricane to 
make 
preparations 
for the storm and to seek safe 
shelter, the statisticians report. 
Earlier warnings are largely due j 
to the successful efforts of the 
W eather Bureau and the m ilitary 
services to search out and track 
these storms w hile they arc still 
far 
from 
our 
shores. 
Through 
weather 
reconnaissance, 
o f t e n 
with radar-equipped aircraft, and 
through various other m eans, hur­ 
ricanes can be detected several 
days before they strike an area 
in their path. 
Since 1938, no more than about 
50 deaths have been suffered in 
any one hurricane. This w as the 
toll exacted in M ississippi, F lo r -1 
ida and Louisiana 
by the 
Gulf i 
Coast hurricane of 1947; by the 
storm that struck the Carolinas 
and Georgia in 1940, and the hur­ 
ricane that hit the N ortheast in 
1944. 
On the other hand, four hurri­ 
cane 
during the 1926-1938 per­ 
iod took more than 3,000 lives. The 
most disastrous of these w as the 
storm in Septem ber 
1928 which 
caused 1,836 deaths 
in 
Florida. 
Just a decade later a hurricane 
m oving along the Atlantic seaboard 
suddenly headed inland and killed 
657 persons, most of them in New 
England. 
The other 
two 
major 
torms struck Florida in 1926 and 
1935, taking 243 and 409 
lives, 
respectively. 
In fact, more than 70 percent 
of the deaths from hurricanes in 
the United States in the last 30 
years occurred in Florida. Rhode 
Island ranks second, all its 380 
deaths occurring in the one storm 
of 1938. M assachusetts, with 137; 
T exas, with 111. and Connecticut, 
with 89, follow in order. Fourteen 
other states, all along the A tlan­ 
tic or G ulf Coast, have had fatal­ 
ities from hurricanes during this 
period. 
Late sum m er or early fall is the 
hurricane season; 14 of the 42 fa­ 
tal storm s recfirded since 1923 oc­ 
curred in August; and 16 in S ep ­ 
tember. Septem ber storms caused 
3,318 deaths, or over 90 percent 
he total. All three of the hur­ 
ricanes causing deaths 
in

England struck in Septem ber. 
Hurricanes arc one of nature’s 
most feared threats,” the statistic­ 
ians concluded.

Man can do nothing to pre­ 
vent hurricanes, but there is much 
he can do— and is doing—to pre­ 
vent loss of life in such storms, 
statisticians point out. 
A study of death-causing h u rri­ 
canes of the last 30 years show’s 
ii rem arkable saving 
in 
hum an 
lives in recent years. During the 
1923-1938 period, 
21 
hurricanes 
took 3,376 lives. During the 1939- 
1952 period, another 21 hurricanes 
took only 239 lives. 
This m arked 
decrease 
in the 
num ber of deaths caused by h u rri­ 
canes is largely the result of earl­ 
ier w arnings which allow persons 
in the path of the approaching 
hurricane to 
m ake 
preparations 
for the storm and to seek safe 
shelter, the statisticians report. 
E arlier w arnings are largely due 
to the successful efforts of the 
W eather Bureau and the m ilitary 
services to search out and track 
these storm s w hile they are still 
far 
from 
our 
shores. 
Through 
w eather 
reconnaissance, 
o f t e n 
with radar-equipped aircraft, and 
through various other m eans, h u r­ 
ricanes can be detected several 
days before they strike an area 
in their path. 
Since 1938, no m ore than about 
50 deaths have been suffered in 
any one hurricane. This was the 
toll exacted in M ississippi, Flor­ 
ida and Louisiana 
by the 
Gulf 
Coast hurricane of 1947; by the 
storm that struck the Carolinas 
and Georgia in 1940, and the h u r­ 
ricane that hit the N ortheast in 
1944. 
On the other hand, four h u rri­ 
canes during the 1926-1938 per­ 
iod tooK more than 3,000 lives. The 
most disastrous of these was the 
storm in Septem ber 1928 which 
caused 1,836 deaths 
in 
Florida. 
Just a decade later a hurricane 
moving along the A tlantic seaboard 
suddenly headed inland and killed 
657 persons, most of them in New 
England. The other tw’o m ajor 
form s struck Florida in 1926 and 
1935, taking 243 and 409 lives, 
respectively. 
In fact, more than 70 percent 
of the deaths from hurricanes in 
the U nited States in the last 30 
years occurred in Florida. Rhode 
Island ranks second, all its 380 
deaths occurring in the one storm 
of 1938. M assachusetts, w’ith 137; 
Texas, w’ith 111, and Connecticut, 
w ith 89, follow in order. Fourteen 
other states, all along the A tlan­ 
tic or G ulf Coast, have had fatal­ 
ities from hurricanes during this 
period. 
Late sum m er or early fall is the 
hurricane season; 14 of the 42 fa­ 
tal storm s recorded since 1923 oc­ 
curred in A ugust; and 16 in Sep­ 
tem ber. Septem ber storm s caused 
3,318 deaths, or over 90 percent 
oi the total. All three of the h u r­ 
ricanes causing deaths 
in 
New 
England struck in Septem ber. 
“H urricanes arc one of nature’s 
most .eared threats,” the statistic­ 
ians concluded. 
“Yet,

The panic and flight of the 
woodsfolk acts as a tonic to their 
pent-up emotions. 
Baby bunnies 
and young squirrels are roasted to 
death and the hills and valleys de­ 
nuded of their young grow'th.

Dan SauIts, Editor, 
in the MLssouri Conservationist 
A small wagon 
train

along the ridges, draw n by oxen 
and horses through rugged but 
parlike country. It was a strange 
wagontrain, moving from disap­ 
pointment at Ten-M ile creek to 
a projected new settlem ent. 
The men, women and children 
had no fear of Indians; they w ere 
moving into a wilderness already 
circumscribed by earlier settlers 
who had come from Tennessee and 
the Carolinas into these Missouri 
hills. The year was 1858 and the 
strangest thing about that train 
was this: everyone in it had been 
born in Ireland. 
Patrick Griffin and his sons, 
Thomas and Billy, trudged beside 
their wagon. Little Billy had been 
born 
in 
Ireland, 
and came to 
America with his family in 1852. 
Everyone else in the group was 
Erin-bred, too, with families bear­ 
ing such names as O'Brien, M ur­ 
ray, M eNamara, Sullivan. 
A landless people, they were 
moving into ownership of land 
selected for them by Father John 
Josepn Hogan, an Irish im m igrant 
priest. They were coming “to a 
region where there was yet much 
vacant governm ent land, on the 
confines of Ripley 
and 
Oregon 
counties along the tributaries of 
the C urrent and 
Eleven 
Point 
rivers, about 20 miles north of 
A rkansas.” 
The missionary priest felt he 
should do something about this 
condition of his countrym en. He 
wanted to found a settlem ent to 
lead “the good Catholic Irish peo­ 
ple from the railroad shanties and 
. . . cellars of the cities.” But 
land was too high in north Mis­ 
souri around his mission at Chil- 
licothe. 
Homestead for Posterity 
A journey convinced Father Ho­ 
gan that “em igrants who could 
not own land in their native coun­ 
ties . . . and who as renters m ain­ 
tained them selves there even on 
small patches of barren land, could 
be using the same thrift and en­ 
ergy in southern Missouri . . . and 
establish on it for them selves and 
their posterity a perm anent hom e­ 
stead.” 
Father Hogan’s effort was not 
borne out. It might have succeeded 
in leaving more than a nam e had 
not a greater force intervened to 
destroy the hopes of far more 
men than his Irish im m igrants 
represented. But he did not fore­ 
see this. 
The Irish began moving in to 
Ten-M ile creek in 1858, planning 
to use the first tract bought by 
their priest as a nucleus for set­ 
tlem ent. But all the best land had 
been taken up by the others. Ho­ 
gan rallied his forces, moved them 


“about 40 miles" w estward, and 
settled his families. 
The hills of this land were cov­ 
ered w ith pines; on lower slopes 
and in the valleys grew oaks and 
other hardwoods. Game was abun­ 
dant and people w'ere few; the 
Irish and the settlers who procee­ 
ded 
them 
jack-lighted 
deer 
at 
night with firepans, picking up 
the glow of their eyes. 
Pipes for Cultivation 
The first 
comers, 
mostly of 
Scotch-Irish 
extraction 
them ­ 
selves, had moved in a decade or 
two earlier from North Carolina 
or Tennessee, and Father Hogan 
called them “kindhearted, honest, 
sincere and sociable . . . person, 
money and property were safe and 
sacred in their keeping.” He ad­ 
ded that tobacco was the best 
tended crop on every farm be- 
ause everyone smoked corncob 
pipes. N ew ly-m arried couples, us­ 
ually in their teens, homesteaded 
land at 12’ 2 cents an acre. 
Friction developed between the 
Catholic Irish and the Protestant 
first comers, most of them A m er­ 
ican since before the Revolution. 
Yet there was no serious trouble 
until the Civli W ar, which prob­ 
ably meant 
little to these hill 
dwellers, burst upon the land. 
Ripley county suffered heavily 
in the fray; it w as occupied by 
Federal troops from the north and 


1>y Confederate forces from A rk­ 
ansas, but the mam stress was im ­ 
posed by bushw hackers, guerrillas 
who were chiefly bandits. Doni­ 
phan was looted; most of the town 
was burned. 
Bushw hcakers looted the gran­ 
aries, stole all the livestock, h a r­ 
assed the Irish until they retreat­ 
ed northw ard into the protection 
jf Union lines around 
Ironton. 
They had been living unfortun­ 
ately in the m iddle of a battle­ 
ground. T hat was the end of the 
settlem ent.

I brought up from the hollers by the 
i com pany’s own eight locomotives 
over many miles of short tracks. 
But in 10 years the big show2 was 
over. The ring of the ax, the whine 
of the saw, the clam or of the 
engines chuffing up the sw itch­ 


backs, gradually silenced. 
Pyramid in a n^w ri 
Midco, a couple of miles north 
of Frem ont, probably has been a 
beautiful valley; a spring gushes 
from hte upper end of it. But the 
floor is a littered ruin, a desola­ 
tion dom inated by 
a 
towering 
smokestack that has indomitable 
futility of a desert-lapped pyra­ 
mid. 
Here, starting in 1917, the Mid- 
Continental Iron Co. sm elted iron 
ore with charcoal, charcoal that 
was burned on the spot for the 
giant smelters. The 
valley 
was 
alive and churning; at peak em ­ 
ployment, Midco had 3,000 inhab­ 
itants and the dwellings straggled 
down the valley to join Fremont 
on the south. 
It was of course, prosperity—• 
until 1921. And then it was des­ 
olation, m arked by the ruins and 
by 14,000 acres of stripped h ill­ 
sides. There were three years of 
boom, the boom of World War I 
and governm ent sbsidy. Now M id­ 
co is a m onum ent to war-born ec­ 
onomics. 
But does this region have a fu­ 
ture? If it continues to be devel­ 
oped as it is being today, under 
national forest handling it w ill be 
a natural factory producing trees 
for a stable economy on a sm all- 
population basis. Or, in this pres­

rearm am ent, it 
might be a site for a defense plant
